To the left was the group 
of wrestling instructors and the Presi- 
dent’s favorite prize fighters, in ring 
costume. The Japanese Ambassador and 
Tom Sharkey, practicing jiu jitsu at- 
tracted great attention. 

In a remote corner of the stately 

apartment, and separated from the more 
distinguished guests by a picket fence, 
was the hoi-polloi—a motley throng of 
Cabinet officers, Supreme Court justices, 
members of the diplomatic corps, the 
general staff of the United States Army 
and relatives of the bride and bride- 
groom.
